In view of the widespread attention 
that has been excited to the discussion 
as to whom belongs the credit for the 
annihilation of Admiral Cervera’s fleet 
off Santiago the following letter from 
Captain Mahan, the naval expert, to 
the New York Sun of Aug. 6 discussing 
the question is of much interest: 
In yourisraeof Jnly 29 a correspond­ 
ent asks, “ Why did Nelson, second in 
command, receive the credit for Copen­ 
hagen if Schley is not to have it for 
Santiago?” 
A better knowledge of history would 
have shown the essential differences be­ 
tween the two cases and have saved the 
question. 
At Copenhagen Nelson did 
not merely do the fighting. 
The entire 
conception of the method of attack was 
his, and by him was forced—the word 
is not too strong—upon a reluctant com­ 
mander in chief. 
When the latter had 
yielded bis consent, the separate and 
decisive attack was made by Nelson, 
commanding a detachment from the 
main fleet, all the movements of which 
detachment, including the positions in 
the order of battle, were prescribed by 
bim. With the preliminary dispositions 
and subsequent conduct of this detach­ 
ment his commander in chief, Parker, 
bad nothing to do, although within sig­ 
nal distance, beyond making the since 
historic signal to “ withdraw from ac­ 
tion,” which Nelson refused to obey. 
It is to be added that although Parker 
was not formally censured—as far at 
least as I know—he was recalled to 
England as soon as the accounts of the 
battle were received there, Nelson be­ 
ing left in command in his place. 
A 
stronger implied oensure than the re­ 
call of a commander in chief after such 
a victory is difficult to imagine. 
At Santiago all the dispositions prior 
to action and for over a month before 
were made by the commander in chief. 
A number of orders, issued from time 
to time by him for the enforcement of 
the close watch of the harbor’s month, 
were published in the Washington Post 
of Jnly 27, and I presume by other 
journals as w ell There is very strong 
ground for believing that Cervera’s at­ 
tempt to escape by day instead of by 
night—the incident of bis conduct 
which has been most widely censured 
and is most inexplicable—was due to 
the fact that the United States ships 
kept so close to the harbor mouth at 
night that a dash like his, desperate at 
best, had a better chance when the 
ships were at day distance. This was so 
stated substantially to Admiral Samp­ 
son by the captain of the Colon. If so, 
the merit of this, forcing the enemy to 
action under disadvantageous condi­ 
tions—and it is one of the highest 
achievements of military art—belongs 
to the commander in chief. It was the 
great decisive feature of the campaign, 
from start to finish. Few naval authori­ 
ties, I imagine, will dispute this state­ 
m ent 
It will be noted also by comparing 
the report of Admiral Sampson, stating 
the disposition of the ships, with the 
report of Captain Cook, commanding 
the 
Brooklyn, 
Commodore Schley’s 
flagship, that the United States ships 
chased and fought in the order, from 
left to right, established by Sampson.

In this there was no fault, for there 
was no need for signals, but the fact 
utterly does away with any claim to 
particular m erit as second in command, 
without in the least impairing the com­ 
modore’s credit for conduct in all possi­ 
ble respects gallant and offlcerlike. So 
far as plan is concerned, the battle was 
fought on Sampson’s lines, and, to 
quote Collingwood before Trafalgar, “ I 
wish Nelson woald stop signaling, for 
we all know what we have to do. ” The 
second in command and the captains 
before Santiago all knew what they bad 
lo do, and right nobly they all did it.

R em oving Bout F ro m Iron. 
The accumulation of rust on iron ar- i 
Acies is so annoying that any simple 
process of removing it will be received 
with great satisfaction by a large num­ 
ber of persons. The following directions 
are given: Attach a piece of ordinary 
zinc to the articles and then let them 
lie in water to which a little sulphuric 
acid is added. They should be k ft im ­ 
mersed for several days or a v ^ e h until 
the rust has entirely disappeared, the 
time depending on how deeply they 
were rusted. 
If there is much rust, a 
little sulphuric acid should be added 
occasionally. 
The essential part of the 
process is that the zinc must be in good 
electrical contact with the iron. A good 
way is to tw ist an iron wire tightly 
around the object and connect this with 
the zinc, for which a remnant of a bat­ 
tery zinc is suitable, as it has a binding 
post. 
Besides the simplicity of this process, 
it has the great advantage that the iron 
itself is not attacked in the least as long 
as the zinc is in good electrical contact 
with it. 
Delicate pieces of mechanism 
which have become badly rusted can be 
cleaned by wrapping a galvanized wire 
around them instead of the slue, in 
which case the acid should not be too 
strong. When the rust is all cut off, the 
articles will appear dark gray or black. 
They must then be thoroughly washed 
and oiled. 
It is well to warm them 
slightly when dry so that the oil may 
the more easily sink into the surface. 
Where there are sharp edges and fine 
work this process is said to be eminent­ 
ly satisfactory.—New York Ledger.

Corporal Joe Davis, one of the most 
popular members of Company E, re­ 
cently wrote the following letter to his 
mother, Mrs. P. A. Davis, Minerva 
street: 
••Santiago dr Cuba, Jnlv 28.—[Spe­ 
cial.]—I wrote you day before yesterday 
and dated it the 25th by mistake. It is 
a hard matter to keep track of the date 
down here. I visited Santiago yester­ 
day and the trip was well worth the 
walk although it is seven miles from 
here. I had some bread and milk yes­ 
terday, the first bread I have had for a 
good while, and was pleasantly sur­ 
prised this evening when they issued 
bread instead of hard tack. 
We are 
getting right good food now, and will I 
think while we are here, but I think we 
will leave for the United States the last 
of this week or the first of next. 
"Our fatigue uniforms have arrived 
at the ooioael’s headquarters, and have 
been issued to part of the First and 
Second battalions. We will more than 
likely get ours tomorrow. 
This is the 
first move toward going home. 
Every­ 
body thinks we will move in less than 
IO days, in faot the colonel said we 
would not be here longer than IO days. 
He said that yesterday. The new uni­ 
forms are not for duty, but more on the 
dress parade style. 
"I am glad we are going back where 
civilized people live. 
I suppose you 
know more about what is being done 
between the United States and Spain 
than I do, for I have not seen a paper 
later than the 8th. We are very badly 
off for news, but I know as far as Cuba 
is concerned the war is over. 
"Ezra Simms lost an eye acoidentinily. 
He was chopping wood and a piece flew 
up and struck him in the left eye. He 
left here and it is supposed he started 
for home. I think he could get a dis­ 
charge all right and a transport home. 
"One or two of the boys are still sick, 
but the rest seem to be enjoying good 
health, but it is too hot here for us; we 
were never intended for such heat. The 
Eighth Ohio has had the best of every­ 
thing so far I think and will get what 
they want. Lieut. Col. Dick runs for 
governor this fall and is very anxious to 
s get back; so are the rest of the officers. 
It is a settled fact we will not be here 
long. I think we will return by the way 
of Key West. 
•"You would hardly know me for I 
have not been shaved since leaving New 
York and have quite a beard. The boys 
have agreed to let their beards grow 
until they reach the states. I don’t 
think I will be there long until I have 
Marine off. Harry is well and getting 
along fine. He has his beard shaved so 
as to leave a mustache and a goatee. 
"We are all anxious to get home. 
I 
-know it will be the happiest moment in 
my life when I arrive home safe and 
-sound. We have just received word that 
sporto Rico has surrendered. It is a sure 
"thing we leave here soon. 
"I have a Spanish summer suit, white 
cloth slippers with a cork sole, light 
brown duok trousers and a shirt of a 
Hind of lavender color with red trim­ 
mings, a blue cord that goes around the 
meek with a bow in front. I would 
clearly love to get it home and have 
Vieen thinking of sending it by mail, but 
don’t know whether I will or not. I will 
have to close as I have to go on duty, 
'will write again soon. I am as ever, 
your loving son.

PHILIPPINE HALF BREEDS. 


fcettlzos, m They A te Called, Form the 
Bulk of Manila's Popnlation. 
Mixed marriages have always been 
encouraged by the government of the 
Philippines, special advantages being 
granted to military men who marry the 
daughters of the country. Three centu­ 
ries of intermarriage betwees European 
men and native women, and also be­ 
tween the latter and the numerous 
Chinese immigrants, have consequently 
added to the original population a large 
proportion of half breeds representing 
every degree of admixture. The Chinese 
mestizos alone are said to constitute 
one-sixth of the domesticated native 
popnlation, and the Spanish mestizos, 
together with the creoles or "sons of 
the country” (liijos del pais), as they 
term themselves, form an influential 
body, the majority of whom are estab­ 
lished as traders in Manila and the 
provinces. Owing to their European 
descent, more or less distant, these 
Spanish half breeds are endowed with 
quicker perceptions, greater business 
capacity, and wider intellectual facul­ 
ties than the pure Tagals. Mamy of 
them are well educated, but few dis­ 
play much natural talent. 
A certain number of mestizos, both 
Spanish and Chinese, have amassed 
large fortunes as middlemen between 
the native growers and the European 
merchants. Although in the Philip­ 
pines no distinct line of demarcation is 
drawn between races and classes, the 
social position of these half breeds and 
creoles is somewhat! equivocal, though 
vastly superior to that of the Eurasians 
of British India. As a class, they are 
continually struggling to obtain the po­ 
sition and consideration accorded to the 
peninsular Spaniards, who refuse to 
give them their daughters in marriage; 
while their dusky hued connections 
form a perpetual reminder of their na­ 
tive origin. Vainly endeavoring to dis­ 
own kinship with the latter and assert 
an equality with the Castilas, they 
bear a grudge against these for possess­ 
ing so unmistakably European a birth­ 
right.—Nineteenth Century.

Idea of tho General Cheapness of 
Existence In the Philippines. 
Some idea of the cheapness of living 
in Manila can be realized by reading 
the following extract from Mr. Stevens’ 
‘‘Yesterday In the Philippines” (Scrib­ 
ner). 
The general cheapness of existence 
appalled the author. He aud two other 
young men occupied a large bungalow 
in the swell residence quarter. They 
had several good sized rooms, all the 
comforts of home aud ail acre or two of 
land around the house; algo stables for 
their horses and outbuildings for tho 
families of their servants. ‘‘At the end 
of the month all expenditures for house 
rent, food, wages, light aud sundries 
are posted together and divided by 
three, and with everything included my 
monthly share comes to 29 gold dollars 
—less than one of our American oart 
wheels—per diem. 
Where in 
the 
United States could you rent a suburban 
house and lot, keep half a dozen serv­ 
ants, pay your meat bill, your drink 
bill and your rent all for less than a 
single dollar a day? 
You can scarcely drive a dozen 
docks in a hansom or buy a pound of 
Maillard’8 for that money at home, and 
;ret in Manila that one coin shelters you 
from the weather, ministers to the in­ 
ner man and keeps the parlor in order. 
Oar cook, for instance, gets 40 oents 
each morning to supply our table with 
dinner enough for four people, and for 
5 cents extra he will decorate the cloth 
with orchids and put peas in the soup. 
To think of being able to get up a six 
course dinner, including usually a whole 
chicken, beside a roast, with vegetables, 
salad, dessert, fruit and coffee, for such 
a sum seems ridiculous in the extreme. ”

While Sir Charles Tupper was on his 
way across the Atlantic recently on his 
way to Canada he delivered an address 
on board the steamship Nnmidian, in 
the course of which he spoke as follows: 
There has been no time in the his­ 
tory of the United States, Great Britain 
or Canada when there was the same 
kindly feeling prevailing among the 
people of these countries. I attach the j 
greatest importance to that. Many peo­ 
ple say that the war will be closed di­ 
rectly, and this good feeling will pass 
away. I do not think so. The events of 
the past few months have done more, 
in my judgment, to draw together the 
two nations in cordial and friendly re­ 
lations than any event that has ever 
happened or any person could have ex­ 
pected in so short a time.

Corporal Joe Davis, one of the most 
popular members of Company E, re 
centlv wrote the following letter to his 
mother, Mrs. P. A. Davis, Minerva 
street: 
'•Santiago dk Cuba, Jnly 28.—fSpe 
cial.]—I wrote yon day before yesterday 
and dated it the 25th by mistake. 
It is 
a hard matter to keep track of the date 
down here. I visited Santiago yester 
day and the trip was well worth the 
walk although it is seven miles from 
here. I had some bread and milk yes 
terday, the first bread I have had for t 
good while, and was pleasantly aor 
prised this evening when they issued 
bread instead of hard tack. 
We are 
getting right good food now, and will 
think while we are here, but I think we 
will leave for the United States the last 
of this week or the first of next. 
"Our fatigue uniforms have arrived 
at the colonel’s headquarters, and have 
been issued to part of the First and 
Second battalions. 
We will more than 
likely get ours tomorrow. 
This is the 
first move toward going home. 
Every­ 
body thinks we will move in less than 
todays, in faot the colonel said we 
would not be here longer than IO days. 
He said that yesterday. The new uni­ 
forms are not for duty, but more on the 
dress parade style. 
“ I am glad we are going baok where 
civilized people live. 
I suppose you 
know more about what is being done 
between the United States and Spain 
than I do, for I have not seen a paper 
later than the 8th. 
We are very badly 
off for news, but I know as far as Cuba 
is concerned the war is over. 
•‘Ezra Simms lost an eye accidentally. 
He was chopping wood and a piece flew 
up and struck him in the left eye. 
He 
left here and it is supposed he started 
for home. 
I think he could get a dis­ 
charge all right and a transport home. 
“ One or two of the boys are still sick, 
but the rest seem to be enjoying good 
health, but it is too hot here for us ; we 
were never intended for such heat. The 
Eighth Ohio has had the best of every­ 
thing so far I think and will get what 
they want. 
Lieut. Col. Dick runs for 
governor this fall and is very anxious to 
* get back; so are the rest of the officers. 
It is a settled faot we will not be here 
long. I think we will return by the way 
of Key West. 
■"You would hardly know me for I 
have not been shaved since leaving New 
York and have quite a beard. The boys 
have agreed to let their beards grow 
nntil they reach the states. 
I don’t 
' think I will be there long nntil I have 
imine off. 
Harry is well and getting 
along fine. He has his beard shaved so 
as to leave a mustache and a goatee. 
“ We are all anxious to get home. 
I 
know it wiU be the happiest moment in 
my life when I arrive home safe and 
•'sound. We have just received word that 
‘Porto Rico has surrendered. It is a sure 
'thing we leave here soon. 
“ I have a Spanish summer suit, white 
do th slippers with a cork sole, light 
brown dock trousers and a shirt of a 
Kind of lavender color with red trim- 
'tilings, a blue cord that goes around the 
>neok with a bow in front. 
I would 
'dearly love to get it home and have 
been thinking of sending it by mail, but 
don't know whether I will or not. I will 
have to close as I have to go on doty. I 
will write again soon. 
I am as ever, 
your loving son.

PHILIPPINE HALF BREEDS. 


lleM izna, m They A •* C elled, Form th* 
B alk of M anila’* Population. 
Mixed marriages have always been 
encouraged by the government of the 
Philippines, special advantages being 
granted to military men who marry the 
daughters of the country. Three centu­ 
ries of intermarriage between Euiopean 
men and native women, and also be­ 
tween the latter and the numerous 
Chinese immigrants, have consequently 
added to the original insulation a large 
proportion of half breeds representing 
every degree of admixture. The Chinese 
mestizos alone are said to constitute 
one-sixth of the domesticated native 
population, and the Spanish mestizos, 
together with the creoles or “ sons of 
the country” Thijos del pais), as they 
term themselves, form an influential 
body, the majority of whom are estab­ 
lished as traders in Manila and the 
provinces. 
Owing to their European 
descent, more or less distant, these 
Spanish half breeds are endowed with 
quicker perceptions, greater business 
capacity, and wider intellectual facul­ 
ties than the pure Tagals. 
Mi.ny of 
them are well educated, but few dis­ 
play much natural talent. 
A certain number of mestizos, both 
Spanish and Chinese, have amassed 
large fortunes as middlemen between 
the native growers and the European 
merchants. 
Although in the Philip­ 
pines no distinct line of demarcation is 
drawn between races and classes, the 
social position of these half breeds and 
creoles is somewhat! equivocal, though 
vastly superior to that of the Eurasians 
of British India. 
As a class, they are 
continually struggling to obtain the po­ 
sition and consideration accorded to the 
peninsular Spaniards, who refuse to 
give them their daughters in marriage; 
while their dusky hued connections 
form a perpetual reminder of their na­ 
tive origin. Vainly endeavoring to dis­ 
own kinship with the latter and assert 
an equality with the Castilas, they 
bear a grudge against these for possess­ 
ing so unmistakably European a birth­ 
right.—Nineteenth Century.

Id e a of tho G eneral C heapness of 
Existence In th e Philippines. 
Some idea of the cheapness of living 
in M anila can be realized by reading 
the following extract from Mr. Stevens’ 
“ Yesterday In the Philippines” (Scrib­ 
ner). 
The general cheapness of existence 
appalled the author. He aud two other 
young men occupied a large bungalow 
in the swell residence quarter. They 
had several good sized rooms, all the 
comforts of home aud an acre or two of 
land around the house; also stables for 
their horses and outbuildings for tho 
families of their servants. “ At the end 
(if the month all expenditures for house 
rent, food, wages, light auf! sundries 
are posted together and divided b y 1 
three, and with everything included my i 
monthly share comes to 29 gold dollars 
—less than one of our American c a rt: 
wheels—per 
diem. 
Where 
in 
the 
United States could you rent a suburban 
house and lot, keep half a dozen serv-1 
ants, pay your meat bill, your drink 
bill and your rent all for less than a 
single dollar a day? 
“ You can scarcely drive a dozen 
blocks in a hansom or buy a pound of 
Mail lard’s for that money at home, and 
yet in Manila that one coin shelters you 
from the weather, ministers to the in­ 
ner man and keeps the parlor in order. 
Oar cook, for instance, gets 40 cents 
each morning to supply our table with 
dinner enough for four people, and for 
5 cents extra he will decorate the cloth 
with orchids and put peas in the soap. 
To think of being able to get up a six 
coarse dinner, including usually a whole 
chicken, beside a roast, with vegetables, 
salad, dessert, fruit aud coffee, for such 
a sum seems ridiculous in the extreme. ’ ’

A NEW POSITION. 


A ttack ed th e L ighthouse a t Cape San 
Ju a n , P orto Hico—W arships’ W ork. 


N e w Y o rk , Aug. 12.—A cablegram 
from Porto Rico, printed yesterday, 
states that on Tuesday, before day­ 
break, 800 Spaniards marched through 
Luquillo and pulled down the American 
flag at Fajardo and replaced the Span 
ish flag. They then opened fire on the 
lighthouse with a machine gun at a dis­ 
tance of 300 yards. 
The Leyden, Ensign Crossley com 
mandihg, rushed within IOO yards of 
the shore and poured one-pounders into 
the Spaniards. The Amphitrite used 
six-pounders and the Cincinnati 6-inch 
guns, driving the Spaniards back. 
The ships landed 250 men during the 
fight and reinforced the lighthouse. A 
machine gun, rifles aud ammunition 
were left by the retreating Spaniards. 
Our flag is still on the lighthouse, but 
the forces have been withdrawn. The 
Amphitrite’8 guns cover the lighthouse 
however. 
The lighthouse was guarded by 40 o:' 
our sailors, commanded by Lieutenant 
Atwater, Assistant Engineer Jenkins 
Ensign Bronson and Gunner Campbell 
Refugees report that about IOO Span 
lards were killed.

THE ISLAND OF YAP. 


It Hawi Boon DtwniMd aa a Possible Na­ 
val Station. 
Yap, one of the Caroline islands, has 
become a place of growing interest to 
the American people because of its pos­ 
sible use as a naval station by the Unit­ 
ed States as a result of the peasant war 
with Spain. An interesting desorption 
of tbis island is contained in a recent 
report to the state department in regard 
to the Caroline islands. “ Yap,” says 
this report, “ is surrounded by a coral 
reef 35 miles long by five broad. There 
are hardly any rivulets, but inland are 
extensive swamps, carefully planted 
with the water taro (colocasia). The 
island is full of relics of a vanished civ­ 
ilization—old embankments and ter­ 
races, sites of ancient cultivation, stone 
paved roads, paes or ancien^ platforms 
of stone, faced with huge circular quartz 
wheels, set up at their sides; enormous 
council lodges of quaint design, with 
bold, high and projecting gables and 
lofty carved pillars. 
Walls of ancient 
fish ponds and stone weirs fill the lagoon 
between the reef and the shore, making 
navigation a difficult matter. 
“ The fruits of the soil ane as follows: 
Sweet potatoes, yams, of which there is 
a great variety; taro (lak), mammee 
apples or pawpaws, pineapples, bananas 
(pao), sugar cane (maquil), breadfruit 
(thau), and the tropical almond (Ter- 
minalia catappa). Copra is largely ex­ 
ported, mostly through the German 
traders, who have spent a vast amount 
of money and labor here for many years 
past. 
A varnish1 nut (adhidh) grows 
here, which should give good results. 
The principal timber tree is the tamanu, 
fetau or kamani of south sea islands, 
the callopbyllum of 
botanists; the 
Yap natives call it *voi. ’ Tomil harbor 
is the place of the European settlement, 
the seat of the Spanish gove^or of the 
western Carolines. There is a garrison 
of some IOO soldiers, with probably 
some 150 political prisoners, captured 
in the late Philippine uprising. Tomil 
would be a good coaling station.”— 
Washington Star.

He likes to be as free as a bird, 
but he is of a pliant nature, and easily 
managed with just treatment He is ex 
tremely sensitive to injustice, lf he 
knows in his own mind that he has 
done wrong, he will submit to a thrash 
jug without any thought of taking re 
venge. If he were punished out of mere 
caprice, or with palpable injustice, he 
would always have a lurking desire to 
give quid pro quo. He has an innate 
contempt for cowards, henoe his disdain 
for Chinese, but will follow a brave 
leader anywhere and will never be the 
first to yield to hunger, fatigue or pos 
sible chances of death. He takes every 
trouble with profound resignation; he 
promises everything and performs lit­ 
tle ; his word is not worth a straw, and 
he does not feel that lying is a sin. 
He 
is inconstant in the extreme and loyal 
so long as it snits him, but as a subject 
he can be easily molded into any fashion 
which a just, honest and merciful gov 
eminent wcfald wish. —Contemporary 
Review.

tle ; his word is not worth a straw, and 
he does not feel that lying is a sin.

is inconstant in the extreme and loyal 
so long as it snits him, but as a subject 
he can be easily molded into any fashion 
whioh a just, honest and merciful gov­ 
ernment wcfald wish.—Contemporary 
Review.

It is to be added that although Parker 
was not formally censured—as far at 
least as I know—he was recalled to 
England as soon as the accounts of the 
battle were received there. Nelson be­ 
ing left in command in his placa 
A 
stronger implied censure than the re­ 
call of a commander in chief after such 
a victory is difficult to imagine. 
At Santiago all the dispositions prior 
to action and for over a month before 
were made by the commander in chief. 
A number of orders, issued from time 
to time by him for the enforcement of 
the close watch of the harbor’s mouth, 
were published in the Washington Post 
of July 27, and I presume by other 
journals as well. 
There is very strong 
ground for believing that Cervera’s at­ 
tempt to escape by day instead of by 
night—the incident of his conduct 
which has been most widely censured 
and is most inexplicable—was due to 
the fact that the United States ships 
kept so close to the harbor mouth at 
night that a dash like his, desperate at 
best, had a better chance when the 
ships were at day distance. This was so 
stated substantially to Admiral Samp­ 
son by the captain of the Colon. 
If so, | 
the merit of this, forcing the enemy to 
action under disadvantageous condi­ 
tions—aud it is one of the highest 
achievements of m ilitary art— belongs 
to the commander in chief. 
It wait the j 
great decisive feature of the campaign, 
from start to finish. Few naval autbori- ; 
ties, I imagine, will dispute this state- ! 
man! 
It will be noted also by comparing 
the report of Admiral Sampson, stating 
the disposition of the ships, with the 
report of Captain Cook, commanding 
the 
Brooklyn, 
Commodore Schley’s 
flagship, that the United States ships 
chased and fought in the order, from 
left to right, established by Sampson. 
There is iii this no particular merit for 
the latter beyond that iu placing the 
two fastest ships, Brooklyn and New 
York, on tho two Hanks, he had made ! 
the best provision for heading off the 
enemy, which the Brooklyn so hand­ 
somely effected. 
But the fact that the 
ships chased as they stood shows that it 
was unnecessary for Schley to make a 
signal, and in truth, from first to last. 
tile second in command needed to make 
no signal of a tactical character and 
made none so far as is shown by his 
own report or that of the captain of 
the ship. 
That is, the second in com­ 
mand exercised no special directive 
functions of a flag or general officer j 
while the fighting lasted. 
In this there was no fault, feu* there 
was uo need for signals, but the fact 
utterly does away with any olaim to 
particular merit as second in command, 
without in the least impairing the com­ 
modore's credit for conduct in all possi­ 
ble respects gallant and officer I ike. 
So 
far us plan is concerned, the battle was 
fought on Sampson's lines, aud, to 
quote Collingwood before Trafalgar, “ I 
wish Nelson would stop signaling, for 
we all know what we have to d a ” The 
second in command and the captains 
before Santiago all knew what they bad 
lo do, and right uobly they all did it. 
Bat the distinctive merit of the series 
of events which issued in the naval bat­ 
tle of Santiago is that, so far as ap- 
Cor Vera was forced to fight as he 


the day of battle. 
His greatest merit 
was that when he took his ship into 
action she was so organized and trained 
that had he himself been absent or 
struck dead by the first shot the ship 
, would none the less have played her 
full part efficiently in the fight, under 
ber second in oommand. 
Few things in the observation of the 
writer have been more painful than the 
attempt of a portion of the press and of 
the public to rob Sampson of his just 
and painfully won dues. 
During the 
night hours of July 2-3, when there is 
I strong reason to believe that Cervera, 
despite the full moon, wished to come 
out, the commander in chief with the 
whole of his force lay close to the har­ 
bor's mouth, and the Spanish attempt 
was deferred till day, when it might be 
supposed from their usual practice that 
the besieging vessels would be more dis­ 
tant and perhaps off their guard. 
At 4 
a. rn., when day began to break, the 
Massachusetts, commanded by one of 
the most spirited officers in the service, 
silently withdrew, to coal at Guanta­ 
namo, 40 miles away. Half an hour be­ 
fore the enemy was discovered coming 
out, the flagship New York also pro­ 
ceeded w est 
In doing this the com­ 
mander in chief, Admiral Sampson, was 
obeying a specific and direct order of 
the navy department to confer person­ 
ally with the commander in chief of 
the army. 
To this was owing that, to 
use the words of Sampson’s dispatch, 
the flagship “ was not at any time w ith­ 
in range of the heavy Spanish ships.” 
Upon this circumstance, mortifying as 
a mere disappointment, that the ship, 
though pushed to her utmost speed, 
could not retrieve ber original disad­ 
vantage of position—incurred in obedi­ 
ence to the orders of the navy depart­ 
ment—has been raised the shameful 
outcry, designed to deprive an eminent 
officer of the just reward of his toils 
The injustice is with many doubtless 
unintentional and unwitting. The same 
excuse can scarcely be made for the 
charge that the admiral has grudged 
praise to his subordinate*. Some Wash­ 
ington papers have in this matter been 
particularly vicious, and The Post of 
that city, in an editorial of July 31 to 
that effect, is guilty, in quoting from 
one paragraph of Sampson’s dispatch, 
of suppressing these following words in 
the succeeding paragraph: “ The com­ 
manding officers merit the greatest 
praise for the perfect manner in which j 
they entered into this plan (of blockade) 
and put it into execution. 
The Massa­ 
chusetts, which, according to routine, 
WM scut that morning to coal at Guan­

Rem oving Bast From Iron. 
The accumulation of rust on iron ar­ 
ticles is so annoying that any simple 
process of removing it will be received 
with great satisfaction by a large num­ 
ber of persons. The following directions 
are given: Attach a piece of ordinary 
zinc to the articles and then let them 
lie in water to which a little sulphuric 
acid is added. 
They should be It ft im ­ 
mersed for several days or aw^eh, until 
the rust bas entirely disappeared, the 
time depending on how deeply they 
were rusted. 
If there is much rust, a 
little sulphuric acid should be added 
occasionally. 
The essential part of the 
process is that the zinc must be in good 
electrical contact with the iron. A good 205 Market St., Eagt Liverpool. Ohio 
way is to twist an iron wire tightly 
around the object and connect this with 
tne zinc, for which a remnant of a bat­ 
tery zinc is suitable, as it has a binding 
post. 
Besides the simplicity of this process. 
it bas the great advantage that the iron 
itself is not attacked in the least as long 
as the zinc is in good electrical contact 
with it. 
Delicate pieces of mechanism 
which have become badly rusted can be 
cleaned by wrapping a galvanized wire 
around them instead of the :duc. in 
which case the acid should not be too 
strong. When the rust is all cut off, the 
articles will appear dark gray or black. 
They must then be thoroughly washed 
and oiled. 
It is well to warm them 
slightly when dry so that the oil may 
the more easily sink into the surface.

M ilt Be Placed on D ocum ent# In Probate 
Court. 
A ruling has been made by N. B. 
Scott, commissioner of internal revenue, 
in regard to the war revenue tax on cer­ 
tain papers issued and filed in the pro­ 
bate court 
This rnling is that the bonds of all 
administrators, 
execntors, 
trustees, 
guardians and assignees are subject to 
the provisions of the new war revenue 
law and most have stamps to the 
amount of 50 cents attached to them in 
order to be valid and binding. The rnl­ 
ing dates back to July I when the law 
went into effect,and all bonds filed since 
that time that have not been stamped 
will be invalid unless the parties call at 
the probate office and attach the stamps 
to them.

“ S a n tia g o ok C uba, Jnly 28.—{Spe­ 
cial.]—! wrote you day before yesterday 
and dated it the 25th by mistake. 
It is 
a hard m atter to keep track of the date 
down here. 
I visited Santiago yester 
day and the trip was well worth the 
walk although it is seven railes from 
here. 
I had some bread and milk yes­ 
terday, the first bread I have had for a 
good while, and was pleasantly snr 
prised this evening when they issued 
bread instead of hard tack. 
We are 
getting right good food now, and will I 
think while we are here, but I think we 
will leave for the United States the last 
of this week or the first of next. 
“ Our fatigue uniforms have arrived 
at the colonel’s headquarters, aud have 
been issued to part of the First and 
Second battalions. 
We will more than 
likely get ours tomorrow. 
This is the 
first move toward going home. 
Every­ 
body thinks we will move in less than 
IO days, in faot the colonel said we 
would not be here longer than IO days. 
He said that yesterday. 
The new uni­ 
forms are not for duty, but more on the 
dress parade style. 
“ I am glad we are going back where 
civilized people live. 
I suppose you 
know more about what is being done 
between the United States and Spain 
than I do, for I have not seen a paper 
later than the 8th. 
We are very badly 
off for news, but I know as far .vs Cuba 
is concerned the war is over. 
“ Ezra Simms lost an eye accidentally. 
He was chopping wood and a piece flew 
up and struck him in the left eye. 
He 
left here and it is supposed he started 
for home. 
I think he could get a dis­ 
charge all right and a transport home. 
“ One or two of the boys are still sick, 
but the rest seem to be enjoying good 
health, but it is too hot here for us ; we 
were never intended for such heat. The 
Eighth Ohio has had the best of every­ 
thing so far I think and will get what 
they want. 
Lieut. Col. Dick runs for 
governor this fall and is very anxious to 1 
get back ; so are tho rest of the officers. | 
It is a settled faot we will not be here 
long. I think we will return by the way 
Of Key West. 
'"You would hardly know me for I 
have not been shaved since leaving New 
York aud have quite a beard. The boys 
have agreed to let their beards grow 
until they reach the states. 
I don’t 
' think I will be there long until I have 
tam e off. 
Harry is well and getting 
along fine. 
He has his beard shaved so 
as to leave a mustache and a goatee. 
“ We are all anxious to get home. 
I 
know it will be the happiest moment in 
my life when I arrive home safe aud 
sound. We have just received word that 
Borto Rico has surrendered. It is a sure 
thing we leave here soon. 
“ I have a Spanish summer suit, white 
do th slippers with a cork sole, light 
brown duck trousers and a shirt of a 
land of lavender color with red trim ­ 
mings, a blue cord that goes around the 
neck with a bow in front. 
I would 
'dearly love to get it home and have 
been thinking of sending it by mail, but 
xlonH know whether I will or not. I will 
have to close as I have to go on duty.

M estizos, a s T h ey A »* C a lled , F orm 
B a lk o f M an ila’* P o p u la tio n . 
Mixed marriages have always been 
encouraged by the government of the 
Philippines, special advantages being 
granted to m ilitary men who marry the 
daughters of the country. Three centu­ 
ries of intermarriage between Emopean 
men and native women, and also be­ 
tween the latter and the numerous 
Chinese immigrants, have consequently 
added to tho original population a large 
proportion of half breeds representing 
every degree of admixture. The Chinese 
mestizos alone are said to constitute 
one-sixth of the domesticated native 
population, aud the .Spanish mestizos, 
together with the creoles or “ sons of 
the country” thijos del pais), as they 
term themselves, form an influential 
body, the majority of whom are estab­ 
lished as traders in Manila and the 
provinces. 
Owing to their European 
descent, more or less distant, these 
Spanish half breeds are endowed with 
quicker perceptions, greater business 
capacity, and wider intellectual facul­ 
ties than the pure Tagals. 
Mi>ny of 
them are well educated, but few dis­ 
play much natural talent. 
A certain number of mestizos, both 
Spanish and Chinese, have amassed 
large fortunes as middlemen between 
the native growers and the European 
merchants. 
Although in the Philip­ 
pines no distinct line of demarcation is 
drawn between races and classes, the 
social position of these half breeds and 
creoles is somewhatf equivocal, though 
vastly superior to that of the Eurasians 
of British India. 
As a class, they are 
continually struggling to obtain the po­ 
sition and consideration accorded to the 
peninsular Spaniards, who refuse to 
give them their daughters in marriage; 
while their dusky hued connections 
form a perpetual reminder of their na­ 
tive origin. Vainly endeavoring to dis­ 
own kinship with the latter and assert 
an equality with the Castilas, they 
bear a grudge against these for possess­ 
ing so unmistakably European a birth­ 
right.—Nineteenth Century.

They then opened tire on the 
lighthouse with a machine gun at a dis­ 
tance of 800 yards.

R everend Vibbert Talked to M any P eople 
Last N ight. 
Rev. G. H Vibbert will speak tonight 
at 7 :30 on the Diamond and at 8 o’clock 
in the Young Men’s Christian associa­ 
tion tent. 
Mr. Vibbert spoke last night to a 
lanre audience on the Diamond and the 
largest assemblage he has had in the 
tent. 
At the first meeting be said the pros­ 
perity of a town depended upon the 
character of its men and women, the 
quality of its manhood and womanhood. 
The drink curse threatens and destroys 
industry, sobriety, economy and all the 
elements of character which make a 
man valuable as a worker and as a cus­ 
tomer. 
Saloons do not pay a town. 
The saloons of East Liverpool collect 
$197,190 off their customers, and pay 
back for Dow town tax and United 
States tax $15,750. 
Carroll D. Wright, 
the eminent statistician, declares that 
for every dollar saloonkeepers pay for 
tax or license it costs the people about 
$21. Does that pay? 
At the tent Mr. Vibbert maintained 
the temperance question to be the most 
important of all public questions. 
In 
1890, when the tariff 
yielded more 
than 
any 
year 
for 
20 
years, 
our drink bill was five times as much. 
We spend as much for liquor in six 
years as we receive from tariff in 107 
years. 
Every three years liquor costs as 
much as the product of gold and silver 
in the United States. 
Every ten years 
we throw away as much money for 
drink as there is of gold, silver and 
paper money in the world. 
One hundred thousand lives are de­ 
stroyed yearly, 250,000 hearts of women 
are broken, half a million of cnildren in 
drunkard's homes never have enough of 
anything, and the ranks of the perishing 
and criminal classes are largely filled by 
these children. 
More 
people were 
killed by drink last year than were slain 
in battle from north and south in the 
oivif war. 
The yearly drink bill is five 
and three-fonrth times as much as the 
average yearly cost of all the wars of 
the whole world for the past 90 years. 
Hard times, the labor question, and the 
goyernment of great cities can never be 
settled until the temperance question is 
settled. 
Will you do your duty ?

It Ha* Been DlKO*wd rn* a Po**Jble n a ­ 
val .Station. 
Yap, one of the Caroline islands, has 
become a place of growing interest to 
the American people because of its pos­ 
sible use ana naval station by the Unit­ 
ed States as a result of the present war 
with fcipain. An interesting desorption 
of this island is contained in a recent 
report to the state department in regard 
to the Caroline islands. 
“ Yap,” says 
this report, “ is surrounded by a coral 
reef 85 miles long by five broad. 
There 
are hardly any rivulets, but inland are 
extensive swamps, 
carefully planted 
with the water taro (colocasia). 
The 
island is full of relics of a vanished civ­ 
ilization—old embankments and ter­ 
races, sites of ancient cultivation, stone 
paved roads, paes or ancien^; platforms 
of stone, faced with huge circular quartz 
wheels, set up at their sides; enormous 
council lodges of quaint design, with 
hold, high and projecting gables and 
lofty carved pillars. 
Walls of ancient 
fish ponds and stone weirs fill the lagoon 
between the reef and the shore, making 
navigation a difficult matter. 
“ The fruits of the soil ane as fallows: 
Sweet potatoes, yams, of which there is 
a great variety; taro (lak), mammee 
apples or pawpaws, pineapples, bananas 
(pan), sugar cane (maquil), breadfruit 
(than), and the tropical almond (Ter- 
minalia catappa). 
Copra is largely ex­ 
ported, mostly through the German 
traders, who have spent a vast amount 
of money and labor here for many years 
past. 
A varnish* nut (adhidh) grows 
here, which should give good results. 
The principal timber tree is the tamanu, 
fetau or kainani of south sea islands, 
the callopbyllum of 
botan fists; the 
Yap natives call it ‘voi.’ Tomii harbor 
is the place of the European settlement, 
the seat of the Spanish gove^lor of the 
western Carolinea There is a garrison 
of some IOO soldiers, with probably 
some 150 political prisoners, captured 
in the late Philippine uprising. Tomil 
would be a good coaling station.’’— 
Washington Star. 


THE PHILIPPINE CHARACTER 


Brave, Inconstant and Chafing; Under Re­ 
straint, bat of a Pliant Nature. 
After years of study of the native 
character I have come to the conclusion 
that the Philippine islander is very 
m atter of fact 
He is not unwilling, 
but unable, conscientiously to accept 
an abstract theory. 
Christianity, with 
its mysteries, has therefore no effect on 
his character, but he becomes accus­ 
tomed to do that which his forefathers 
were coerced to do—namely, to accept 
the outward and visible signs without 
being imbued by the inward and spirit­ 
ual grace. 
The mere discipline—the 
fact that nolens volens they must at a 
given hour on a given day appear 
dressed in their best and attend the 
church and (in the case of headmen) go 
to the monk’s residence to “ kiss hands” 
—has certainly had the effect of taming 
the masses into orderly beings. 
Yet restraint of any kind is repugnant 
to him. He likes to be as free as a bird, 
but he is of a pliant nature, and easily 
managed with just treatm ent He is ex­ 
tremely sensitive to injustice. 
If he 
knows in his own mind that he has 
done wrong, be will submit to a thrash­ 
ing without any thought of taking re­ 
venge. If he were punished out of mere 
caprice, or with palpable injustice, he 
would always have a lurking desire to 
give quid pro quo. 
He has an innate 
contempt for cowards, hence his disdain 
for Chinese, but will follow a brave 
leader anywhere and will never be the 
first to yield to bunger, fatigue or pos­ 
sible chances of death. 
He takes every 
trouble with profound resignation; he 
promises everything and performs lit­ 
tle ; his word is not worth a straw, and 
he does not feel that lying is a sin. 
He 
is inconstant in the extreme and loyal 
so long as it snits him, but as a subject 
he eau be easily molded into any fashion 
whioh a just, honest and merciful gov­ 
ernment wdbld wish.—Contemporary 
Review.
